Pine  Manor 
1970-1980

In  the  ten  years  that  I have  spent  at  Pine 
Manor  College,  five  of  them  as  President, 
there  has  been  extraordinary  progress  and 
change  at  the  College.  The  most  dramatic 
change  during  this  ten-year  period  has 
been  the  change  of  charter  which  the  Col- 
lege received  in  1977,  enabling  it  to  grant 
the  B.A.  degree  in  the  Humanities  and  So- 
cial Sciences.  The  title  for  this  ten-year 
retrospective,  therefore,  might  well  be 
Pine  Manor  Junior  College  1970  - Pine 
Manor  College  1980. 1 feel  our  new  four- 
year  status  has  served  to  underline  the  so- 
lidity and  seriousness  of  the  College's  aca- 
demic program,  and  has  instilled  a new 
sense  of  pride  and  identity  in  the  College's 
eight  thousand  alumnae.  Such  pride  in  the 


College  has  been  the  key  to  the  magnifi- 
cent increases  in  support  that  Pine  Manor 
has  received  in  recent  years. 

Admissions 

Pine  Manor's  student  enrollment  must 
always  be  the  heart  of  the  enterprise.  The 
statistics  for  the  1970-1980  period  make 
for  interesting  reading,  as  you  will  see 
from  the  accompanying  graph  (A).  The 
biggest  decline  in  applications  in  a single 
year  occurred  between  1970  and  1971, 
with  a drop  of  186.  The  low  point  of  Pine 
Manor's  fortunes  was  clearly  1976,  when  a 
total  student  enrollment  fell  to  377.  Our 
progress  since  then  has  been  truly  en- 
couraging, with  Freshman  applications  up 
to  602  and  total  enrollment  up  to  535  in 
1980.

parochial  or  international  schools.  The 
international  dimension  at  Pine  Manor 
College  has  become  a very  significant  and 
enriching  one,  with  the  international  en- 
rollment rising  from  under  5 percent  in 
1970  to  21  percent  in  1980.  One  thing  re- 
mains unchanged  — the  delightful  group 
of  students  who  enter  Pine  Manor  each 
Fall  and  who,  two  or  four  years  later,  go  on 
to  great  personal  and  professional  success 
in  the  world  beyond  the  College. 

As  many  of  you  know,  all  of  higher  edu- 
cation is  facing  the  grim  prospect  of  a 
dramatic  decrease  in  the  number  of  high 
school  graduates  over  the  next  15  years. 
The  greatly  diminished  pool  of  prospective 
students  will  make  it  a real  challenge  to 
maintain  full  enrollment  in  the  years 
ahead.  Pine  Manor  will  be  relying  particu- 
larly on  its  alumnae  and  parents  to  in- 
crease its  visibility  and  to  refer  qualified 
young  women  to  the  College.  We  need 
your  wholehearted  involvement  in  these 
tasks  now,  more  than  ever.

Academic  Program 

In  leafing  through  the  catalogs  for  both 
1970  and  1980,  you  will  find  the  hallmarks 
of  a Pine  Manor  education  — a strong  fac- 
ulty dedicated  to  excellence  in  teaching, 
a sound  and  varied  curriculum  offering 
many  avenues  of  exploration,  individual 
attention  to  students  through  a variety  of 
special  services,  and  high  expectations  of 
women.  Clearly  the  major  change,  which 
strikes  you  immediately,  is  the  addition  of 
B.A.  programs  in  the  Humanities  and  So- 
cial Sciences.  However,  there  are  a num- 
ber of  other  changes  which  reflect  a re- 
sponse to  the  needs  of  today's  students. 

One  of  the  educational  experiences  now 
open  to  students,  the  Internship  Program, 
begun  in  1975,  gives  students  a truly  excit- 
ing opportunity  to  explore  various  profes- 
sional fields  and  to  gain  first-hand  practi- 
cal experience  in  "the  real  world."  Unlike 
similar  programs  in  many  other  colleges, 
Pine  Manor  internships  are  open  to 
Freshmen  and  Sophomores,  as  well  as 
Juniors  and  Seniors,  for  we  believe  that 
you  can  never  begin  to  test  your  interests 
and  aptitudes  too  early  in  your  college 
career.  Career  counseling,  developed  in 
the  late  '70s,  now  has  a comprehensive 
role  at  the  College. 

The  very  strong  likelihood  that  every 
woman  will  be  employed  at  some  stage  in 
her  life,  either  by  choice  or  of  necessity, 
has  also  had  its  effects  on  the  academic 
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Graph  (B)  shows  our  Junior  and  Senior 
enrollments  as  a B.A.  degree-granting 
institution.  These  enrollments  have 
increased  each  year,  and  are  beginning 
to  contribute  significantly  to  our  total 
enrollment  figures.

Other  patterns  have  also  changed  over 
these  ten  years.  Pine  Manor  now  awards 
$301,000  in  financial  aid  from  its  own 
funds,  compared  to  $59,000  ten  years  ago. 
The  number  of  students  receiving  finan- 
cial aid  has  risen  from  8.2  percent  to  19.3 
percent  of  the  student  body.  Whereas  in 
1970,  52  percent  of  Freshmen  came  from 
private  schools,  44  percent  from  public 
schools,  and  4 percent  from  parochial  and 
international  schools,  in  1980,  36  percent 
came  from  private  schools,  38  percent 
from  public  schools,  and  26  percent  from 
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choices  students  make  today.  Pine 
Manor's  curriculum  reflects  this.  In  the 
1980  catalog  we  find  courses  in  business 
management,  accounting,  upper-level 
economics,  computer  sciences,  and  other 
specialized  courses  for  career-minded  stu- 
dents at  both  the  A. A.  and  B.A.  degree 
levels.  None  of  these  courses  appeared  in 
1970.  At  the  same  time,  there  is  now 
much  more  emphasis  on  basic  skills  and 
competence  in  writing  and  mathematics 
for  all  students.

New  academic  resources  established  in 
the  past  ten  years  include  the  Child  Study 
Center,  a nursery  school  on  campus  which 
serves  as  a “laboratory"  for  students  of 
Early  Childhood  Education,  the  English  as 
a Second  Language  program  for  interna- 
tional students,  and  the  American  Insti- 
tute of  Textile  Arts  for  the  student  of  the 
decorative  arts  in  general  and  textile  arts 
in  particular.  Of  special  significance  today 
is  The  Open  College,  begun  in  1971,  which 
gives  older  women  access  to  the  Pine 
Manor  College  curriculum  and  the  degree 
programs. 

I find  with  regret  that  courses  in  some 
important  areas  have  diminished  or  disap- 
peared since  1970.  Physics  has  not  been 


offered  in  some  years.  Courses  on  Islamic 
civilization  and  the  Middle  East,  offered  in 
1970,  and  which  would  be  so  timely  today, 
have  been  dropped.  There  are  fewer  phi- 
losophy and  religion  courses,  and  none  in 
comparative  religion.  Physical  education 
is  no  longer  required,  although,  happily, 
our  five  varsity  teams  are  flourishing  and 
enrollment  in  physical  education  activi- 
ties is  steady. 

Library 

The  Library,  still  housed  in  the  original 
Coach  House  of  the  old  Dane  estate,  has 
seen  dramatic  progress  over  ten  years  in 
the  quality  and  soundness  of  its  collec- 
tion, the  calibre  of  the  reference  services 
offered  to  students,  and  the  modernization 
of  its  systems.  For  example,  all  cataloging 
is  computerized  now,  thanks  to  the 
generosity  of  the  Brown  Foundation  of 
Houston,  Texas.  A significant  number  of 
our  holdings  are  stored  on  microfiche  or 
microfilm.  We  are  in  the  process  of  re- 
classifying our  collection  from  the  Dewey 
Decimal  to  the  Library  of  Congress  sys- 
tem. Major  expansion  of  the  stack-and- 
study  capacity  of  the  Library  was  made 
possible  by  the  transfer  of  the  Visual  Arts 
studios,  classrooms,  and  offices  from  the 
lower  and  upper  levels  of  the  Library  into 
the  lovely  new  Abercrombie  Fine  Arts 
Wing,  opened  in  1974.  We  have  been  able 
to  expand  the  collection  from  23,000  vol- 
umes in  1970  to  37,000  in  1980.  In  1980, 
we  subscribe  to  265  periodicals,  up  from 
189  in  1970.  Worth  noting:  In  1970,  the 
average  cost  per  volume  was  $10;  in  1980, 
it  is  $25. 

The  advent  of  the  new  B.A.  programs 
has  brought  particular  pressure  on  the  re- 
sources of  the  Library.  We  must  do  every- 
thing possible  to  attain  a collection  of 

50.000  volumes  in  the  next  two  to  four 
years.  A collection  of  this  size  would  meet 
the  goal  suggested  to  Pine  Manor  College 
by  the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Higher 
Education  at  the  time  of  the  College's 
change  of  charter  in  1977,  and  would 
adequately  support  the  new  upper  division 
of  the  curriculum.  We  have  a fine  basic 
collection  on  which  to  build,  an  adequate 
facility,  and  an  outstanding  Head  Librar- 
ian. Acquisitions  could  be  accelerated,  and 
our  cataloging  capacity  could  handle  a 
sizeable  increase  in  the  collection.  As  al- 
ways, what  we  need  is  the  funds  to  add 

15.000  volumes  at  $25  each! 

Physical  Plant 

The  Pine  Manor  campus  remains  a 
tremendous  asset,  and  I am  continually 


reminded  of  Carl  Ferry's  wisdom  and 
foresight  in  moving  the  College  from 
Wellesley  to  Chestnut  Hill  in  1965.  The 
space  and  beauty  of  the  campus,  the  effi- 
ciency of  most  of  its  buildings,  and  its 
proximity  to  Boston,  are  invaluable  advan- 
tages. Only  one  building  has  been  added  in 
the  ten-year  period  we  are  surveying.  In 
1974,  the  Abercrombie  Fine  Arts  Wing,  a 
gift  from  the  Abercrombie  Foundation, 
provided  the  wonderful  facility  the  Visual 
Arts  now  enjoys  at  the  College,  with 
studios  for  sculpture,  design,  drawing, 
painting,  and  printmaking,  and  very  fine 
photography  darkrooms.  One  major  build- 
ing still  urgently  needed  by  Pine  Manor 
is  an  indoor  athletic  facility.  In  October, 
1980,  with  roughly  80  percent  of  the 
necessary  funds  in  hand,  the  Board  of 
Trustees  voted  to  begin  construction  of 
this  facility.  We  must  still  raise  a further 
$100,000  before  June  30,  1981,  to  complete 
the  building,  which  will  do  much  to  ac- 
commodate the  growing  interest  in  wom- 
en's athletics. 

Budget  and  Finances 

For  a small,  unendowed  college  facing 
severe  inflation  and  dependent  on  tuition 
and  fees  for  90  percent  of  its  operating  in- 
come, it  is  much  more  difficult  to  prepare 
a budget  in  1980  than  it  was  in  1970.  In 
1970,  we  could  prepare  a final  budget  at 
least  a year  in  advance.  We  knew  exactly 
what  our  enrollment  would  be  in  1970  and 
inflation  was  a steady  5 percent.  In  1980, 
enrollment  can  remain  uncertain  until  the 
very  start  of  the  academic  year,  and  the

inflation  rate  is  unpredictable.  To  main- 
tain salaries  at  levels  which  stay  even 
with,  let  alone  exceed,  the  rate  of  infla- 
tion, is  becoming  increasingly  difficult. 

Looking  at  our  expenses,  it  seems  in- 
credible that  heating  oil  was  12*  a gallon  in 
1970  and  has  risen  to  80'  a gallon  in  1979- 
80,  an  increase  of  567  percent  over  ten 
years.  Our  cost  for  raw  food  per  meal  has 
risen  from  43c  to  $1.38,  a 221  percent  in- 
crease in  ten  years.  Interest  charges  in 
1970  were  approximately  5 percent.  Dur- 
ing 1979-80  the  prime  interest  rate  esca- 
lated from  12  percent  to  20  percent.  Tui- 
tion, room,  and  board  in  1970  was  $4,100. 
In  1980,  the  total  was  $7,975  — almost 
double.  We  have  tried  hard  to  remain 
competitive  but,  in  light  of  the  dramatic 
increase  in  our  expenses,  we  may  have 
kept  our  tuition  and  fees  too  low. 

In  years  when  Pine  Manor  has  not  had  a 
full  enrollment,  the  College  has  incurred 
an  operating  deficit,  and  maintenance  has 
been  deferred.  It  becomes  more  and  more 
imperative  that  we  increase  the  College's 
endowment  from  its  current  level  of 
$338,000  in  order  to  alleviate  heavy  de- 
pendency on  tuition  and  fees,  and  to  gen- 
erate income  for  both  routine  and  special 
capital  improvements. 

Fund-Raising 

In  1969-70,  our  Annual  Fund  total  was 
$101,000,  with  1,747  donors.  In  1979-80, 
our  Annual  Fund  total  was  $344,000,  with 
2,600  donors.  Such  an  increase  in  annual 
support  is  truly  encouraging  and  abso- 
lutely vital  to  the  College.  There  are  three 
important  keys  to  our  success  — the  con- 
solidation of  annual  giving  through  the 
magnificent  leadership  of  the  growing 
number  of  Pine  Manor  Associates,  the  ex- 
traordinary generosity  of  the  Trustees  in 
establishing  a challenge  pool  to  match 
new  and  increased  gifts,  and  the  sense 
of  pride  among  our  graduates  in  the 
achievements  of  the  College  over  the 
nearly  seventy  years  of  its  existence. 

In  1970,  the  College  was  involved  in  a 
campaign  to  raise  $5,035,000  for  the  Pine 
Manor  Fulfillment  Fund,  primarily  for  en- 
dowment, but  also  to  cover  the  costs  of 
both  existing  buildings  and  the  buildings

needed  to  complete  the  campus  — a new 
Library  and  a Gymnasium.  Unfortunately, 
we  fell  short  of  our  goal.  This  created  seri- 
ous problems  for  Pine  Manor  throughout 
the  1970s  when,  for  example,  costs  such  as 
interest  on  short-term  loans  had  to  be  cov- 
ered from  operating  income.  In  1980,  we 
announced  the  Pine  Manor  Program,  a 
capital  campaign  to  raise  $4  million  for 
mortgage  retirement,  endowment,  library 
improvement,  and  the  construction  of  a 
gymnasium.  We  are  now  halfway  toward 
our  goal,  having  raised  $2  million.  It  is 
imperative  that  we  continue  this  excellent 
progress  and  that  we  reach  our  final  goal  of 
$4  million  with  all  due  dispatch. 

Conclusion 

The  past  ten  years  have  seen  great 
progress,  but  there  have  been  underlying 
strengths  that  have  not  changed.  The  con- 
stants that  remain  at  Pine  Manor  College, 
and  I hope  will  always  remain,  are  the 
quality  of  the  teaching,  the  genuine  con- 
cern of  the  faculty  members  for  each  and 
every  student,  the  high  expectations  that 
are  set  for  women,  and  the  wonderful  op- 
portunities students  have  to  explore,  grow, 
gain  confidence,  achieve  success,  and 


make  lifelong  friends. 

Just  as  there  are  the  constants,  there  are 
also  the  chronic  problems,  the  greatest  of 
these  being  a shortage  of  funds.  I recently 
came  across  a newspaper  article  entitled 
"Tiny  college  gets  $18  million  gift  from  'A 
Friend'."  The  President  of  this  fortunate 
college  was  quoted  as  saying,  "It  gets  us 
away  from  the  struggle  with  poverty.  It 
gives  us  an  opportunity  to  do  the  things 
we  could  never  do."  Pine  Manor  urgently 
needs  that  one,  major,  sparking  gift  to  pro- 
vide the  College  with  the  luxury  to  forget 
finances  for  a moment,  and  devote  its 
energies  and  concentration  to  academic 
concerns.  The  1980s  will  be  a period  of 
great  peril  for  private  higher  education, 
especially  small,  unendowed  colleges.  We 
shall  have  to  run  hard  just  to  stay  even. 
Pine  Manor  is  a college  to  be  proud  of; 
over  the  past  ten  years  it  has  moved  into 
the  vanguard  in  many  areas  — excellence 
in  teaching,  internship  programs,  com- 
prehensive advising,  and  the  preparation 
of  its  graduates  for  achievement  in  many 
fields.  I believe  that  the  special  gift  and 
special  donor  that  Pine  Manor  needs  will 
be  there  in  its  future,  for  the  College  truly 
deserves  support.

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The  Library 
Via  A 
Coach 
House

The  Pine  Manor  Library,  which  in  the 
original  estate  was  the  Coach  House,  has 
remained  unaltered  on  its  exterior.  How- 
ever, the  interior  was  virtually  gutted  and 
redesigned  when  acquired  by  the  College 
to  be  utilized  as  a library,  art  studio,  gal- 
lery (the  Hess  Gallery),  classrooms,  and 
language  lab  areas  — a remarkable  redefi- 
nition and  utilization  of  space  by  the  ar- 
chitect, Ernest  J.  Kump. 

The  original  plan  of  1888,  in  the-then 
popular  Richardsonian  style,  was  by  the 
architects  Jacques  and  Rantoul  and  re- 
mains today  as  it  was,  a "T,"  with  an 
eight-stall  stable  area  perpendicular  to  the 
long  cobblestone  corridor  into  which  the 
horses  and  carriages  drove.  At  the  far  end 
of  the  corridor  immediately  before  the 
stable,  there  was  an  elevator  so  that  the 
carriages  and  sleighs  could  be  raised  for 
storage  on  the  second  floor.  The  corridor, 
today  called  the  Hess  Gallery,  was 
sheathed  with  dark,  varnished,  vertical 
wood  to  which  were  attached  harness 
hooks,  saddle  racks,  and  long  robe  or 
blanket  rails. 

On  either  side  of  the  corridor  were 
tack,  office,  lounge,  heating  rooms,  and 
recessed  cabinets;  corresponding  living 
quarters  were  on  the  second  floor  with  a 
sizable  apartment  across  the  front  above 


the  arched  entrance.  The  basement  area, 
which  was  under  only  the  stable  and  about 
half  the  main  building,  housed  the  heavy 
equipment  and  wagons  and  had  a like 
number  of  windowed  stalls  for  the  draft 
horses.  On  the  northeast  side  of  the  struc- 
ture there  was  a kennel  for  dogs. 

The  materials  employed  by  Jacques  and 
Rantoul  in  the  construction  of  the  Coach 
House  were  the  same  as  those  in  the  Main 
House  (the  Ferry  Administration  Building, 
initially  called  "Roughwood").  This  was 
of  conglomerate  stone,  more  often  called 
pudding  stone,  which  had  been  readily  ob- 
tainable from  the  outcropping  on  the 
premises,  and  can  still  be  seen  today  in 
great  abundance.  The  windows  on  ground 
level  are  framed  with  red  sandstone  from 
either  nearby  Quincy  or  Roxbury.  The 
Richardsonian  style  was  further  emulated 
by  the  architects  in  the  use  of  wood  and 
decorative,  stained  shingles  on  the  second 
floor  and  above,  while  the  entire  structure 
was  capped  by  a steep,  slate,  gable  roof. 
However,  the  Library's  most  distinguish- 
ing feature  is  its  massive,  rusticated,  Syr- 
ian arch,  designating  its  main  entrance. 
The  Syrian  arch  was  the  earliest  form  of 
the  true  arch  in  our  western  tradition.

It  was  Henry  Hobson  Richardson,  a 
Boston  architect  of  Trinity  Church  (1875) 
fame,  who  was  the  first  to  adopt  this  par- 
ticular arch  in  his  revival  of  the  Roman- 
esque style  in  the  last  quarter  of  the  nine- 
teenth century,  as  witnessed  by  him  in  the 
Ames  Gate  Lodge,  North  Easton;  the 
Crane  Memorial  Library,  Quincy;  and 
the  Boston  and  Albany  Railroad  Station 
(demolished),  Chestnut  Hill,  the  latter 
erected  just  four  years  earlier  and  within 
a half  mile  of  the  present  campus. 

Here  in  the  Library,  the  proportion  of 
the  arch  with  relation  to  the  entire  facade 
was  conceived  with  aesthetic  sensitivity 
of  its  parts  — the  small  flanking,  arched 
windows  and  the  banded  windows  above, 
another  Richardson  innovation,  endow 
the  structure  with  a monumentality  and 
stateliness  which  makes  it  among  the 
finest  of  its  style  in  the  locale.  Continu- 
ing, it  might  be  pointed  out  how  hand- 
somely and  harmoniously  the  Library,  the 
Abercrombie  Fine  Arts  Wing  (1974)  by 
Carroll  and  Greenfield,  and  the  Dane  Sci- 
ence Building  (formerly  the  garage  — 1915) 
by  Chapman  and  Frazer  exist  together. 
This  is  due  to  successive  architects  pre- 
serving the  same  roof  angles  and  line  in 
all  buildings,  yet  by  means  of  different 
ground  levels,  heights,  subtle  changes  in 
color,  and  use  of  different  materials,  each 
maintains  its  own  individuality  and 
character  without  one  being  dominant 
over  the  other  two. 

Structurally,  the  Library  is  most  un- 
usual, perhaps  unique  in  this  area,  where 
the  flattened  domical  vaulting  of  the 
lower  level  completely  supports  the  first 
floor,  without  reservation  to  the  load  it 
must  sustain.  But  even  more  breath- 
taking is  the  realization  that  the  entire 
weight  of  the  second  floor  is  suspended 
from  the  beams  and  trusses  supporting 


the  roof  whose  entire  burden  of  weight  is 
transferred  and  carried  vertically  down  the 
24-inch  thick,  exterior  walls  of  the  struc- 
ture to  the  foundation. 

Today  the  Library  preserves  the  arched 
entrance  with  its  contemporary,  recessed 
walls  and  doors  opening  onto  an  un- 
obstructed view  of  the  Hess  Gallery, 
which  retains  its  original  pavement  of 
cobblestone,  as  does  the  stable  area  and 
the  entire  basement.  Although  a signifi- 
cant portion  of  this  is  carpeted  presently, 
loose  sand  has  been  utilized  as  the  leveling 
agent  between  it  and  the  irregular  stone 
surface  beneath. 

Today,  the  area  to  the  left  of  the  gallery 
is  used  for  the  charge  desk,  offices,  and 
cataloging  functions,  while  the  right  side 
is  devoted  to  library  services,  reading  area, 
xeroxing,  microfilm,  and  the  display  of 
new  acquisitions.  What  was  once  the 
stable,  which  is  the  full  height  of  the 
building,  is  presently  assigned  to  periodi- 
cals, reference,  and  stack  area  for  the 
larger,  more  cumbersome  books.  The 
basement  and  the  second  floor  are  essen- 
tially designated  as  stack  area,  but  de- 
signed in  such  a fashion  as  to  create  iso- 
lated study  units  allowing  the  surrounding 
shelved  books  to  establish  an  atmosphere 
of  small  academic  oases  for  uninterrupted 
concentration  and  study.  Thus,  fitting  to 
the  Richardsonian  and  the  Romanesque 
style,  the  effective  arrangement  of  the  Li- 
brary in  cellular  fashion,  suggestive  of  the 
monastic,  lends  itself  particularly  well  to 
the  function  and  services  which  are  the 
focal  point  of  academic  pursuits  on  the 
campus. 
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The  Library

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What  are  academic  librarians?  We  are 
administrators,  teachers,  bibliographers, 
archivists,  data  processors,  media  special- 
ists, scholars,  accountants,  interior  de- 
signers, proposal  writers,  fund  raisers,  and 
personnel  managers.  Some  of  us  even  like 
to  read!  It  is  no  small  wonder  we  see  red 
when  someone  suggests  we  check  out 
books  all  day. 

So  much  happens  before  a book  reaches 
our  shelves  that  frequently  six  months  can 
pass  between  the  time  a book  is  ordered 
and  the  time  it  is  ready  for  the  reader.  The 
book  must  be  accessioned,  cataloged,  and 
processed.  The  final  step  is  shelving. 

Many  people  ask  us  who  chooses  the 
books.  The  answer  is,  we  all  do  — librari- 
ans, faculty,  staff,  and  students.  The  li- 
brary book  budget  is  broken  down  into 
several  categories:  40  percent  is  for  faculty 
selections;  35  percent  is  for  refurbishment 
and  current  purchases  which  are  chosen 
by  the  Head  and  Assistant  Librarians;  15 
percent  is  for  the  Reference  Collection; 
and  the  remaining  10  percent  is  for  rec- 
reational reading.  We  feel  that  giving 
everyone  a voice  is  the  best  way  to  build 
our  collection. 

Each  year  we  attempt  to  survey  our  col- 
lection and  identify  strengths  and  weak- 
nesses. A library  is  much  like  a garden  in 
that  it  requires  meticulous  weeding  to 
keep  it  current,  relevant,  and  vital. 

Each  year  the  staff  takes  inventory  of 
approximately  a third  of  the  collection  to 
identify  volumes  missing  or  damaged.  Our 
statistics  show  that  our  theft  rate  is  ex- 
tremely low,  averaging  about  2 percent 
over  a 3-year  period.  While  many  aca- 
demic libraries  are  turning  to  electronic 
detection  devices,  we  do  not  feel  that  one 
is  warranted  or  affordable  at  this  time. 

Our  annual  growth  rate  is  usually  be- 
tween 5 and  7 percent  of  the  total  collec- 
tion, but  last  year  our  acquisitions  rate 
shot  up  to  10  percent  with  the  gift  of  the 
Congressional  Record  from  Boston  Col- 
lege. As  the  College  adds  new  programs  to 
the  curriculum,  we  must  increase  our  ac- 
quisitions rate.  This  often  means  paring 
away  funds  from  existing  programs.  Last 
year  we  made  a major  effort  to  acquire  a 
collection  of  periodicals  and  reference 
sources  for  the  new  Business  Management 
Program.  This  year  we  hope  to  add  more 
monographs  and  corporate  annual  reports, 
and  to  generate  back  stacks  of  journals 
through  microfilm  purchases. 


Academic  libraries  are  subject  to  the 
guidelines  and  standards  of  the  agencies 
which  govern  all  academic  institutions. 
Because  Pine  Manor  College  became  a 
four-year  institution  in  1977,  the  guide- 
lines covering  the  library's  holdings  and 
services  changed  dramatically.  In  1965, 
the  Pine  Manor  Junior  College  library  held 

17.000  volumes  and  was  aiming  for  a 
count  of  20,000.  Today  we  have  more  than 

37.000  volumes  and  are  striving  for  50,000 
volumes  by  1982,  at  the  suggestion  of  the 
Massachusetts  Board  of  Higher  Education. 

Another  guideline  we  are  aspiring  to 
meet  is  seating  capacity.  The  number  of 
seats  recommended  in  an  academic  library 
of  our  type  is  one  seat  per  four  full-time 
students.  As  the  enrollment  at  Pine  Manor 
increases,  so  too  must  our  seating  capac- 
ity. This  is  an  area  where  we  are  delighted 
to  catch  up.  Nothing  pleases  us  more  than 
a full  house! 

In  1976,  the  Massachusetts  Board  of 
Higher  Education  also  recommended  that 
we  discontinue  use  of  the  Dewey  Decimal 
system.  All  book  purchases  since  October 
1,  1976,  have  been  cataloged  by  the  Library 
of  Congress  Classification  system.  At  this 
time,  we  have  reclassified  8,000  volumes, 
leaving  19,000  volumes  still  in  the  Dewey 
Decimal  scheme. 

A study  which  we  did  in  1977  indicated 
to  us  the  need  for  membership  in  OCLC,  a 
shared  on-line  cataloging  system  with  ap- 
proximately 3,000  member  libraries  and  a 
data  base  of  over  4.6  million  bibliographic 
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records.  Manually  our  cataloger  can  re- 
classify or  catalog  2.4  volumes  per  hour. 
With  computer  assistance,  the  rate  jumps 
to  40  per  hour.  In  a small  college  library 
where  the  cataloger  frequently  performs 
several  other  functions  as  well,  this  sav- 
ings of  personnel  time  is  invaluable.  Our 
progress  in  reclassification  and  growth  of 
the  collection  should  pick  up  markedly 
with  the  recent  acquisition  of  our  own 
OCLC  terminal  which  was  made  possible 
through  the  generosity  of  the  Brown 
Foundation. 

We  hope  to  accomplish  the  entire  proj- 
ect within  the  next  five  to  seven  years. 
Still  to  be  figured  are  processing  costs,  but 
the  advantage  of  a uniform  collection, 
membership  in  a computer  network,  and 
maintenance  of  our  records  in  a nation- 
al data  bank  far  outweigh  any  cost 
inhibitions. 
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Additional  OCLC  services  we  may  want 
to  purchase  in  the  future  are  management 
of  our  serials  collection;  interlibrary  loan, 
acquisitions  and  budget  management;  and 
an  entirely  computerized  card  catalog. 
These  are  all  in  the  distant  future  as 
neither  our  size  nor  budget  warrant  these 
at  this  time. 

For  the  past  four  years  Pine  Manor  has 
offered  one  of  the  most  progressive  and 
comprehensive  bibliographic  instruction 
programs  in  the  country.  Reference  librar- 
ians have  broken  out  of  the  traditional 
mold  and  are  speaking  up  about  libraries. 
Last  year  our  reference  librarian  taught  57 
class  sessions.  All  sections  of  Communi- 
cation Skills,  Freshman  English,  received 
instruction  on  library  use  and  the  basic 
tools  of  library  research.  The  sessions 
were  followed  by  a graded  assignment.  We 
were  quite  pleased  with  the  results.  The 


average  score  was  86  and  the  median 
score  88. 

In  addition,  bibliographic  instruction 
sessions  were  offered  in  Sociology,  Psy- 
chology, Anthropology,  Political  Science, 
American  Studies,  Human  Development, 
and  English  as  a Second  Language.  This 
year  the  word  has  spread  and  already  we 
have  added  Business  Management  and 
Cultural  Anthropology  to  the  list. 

Another  feature  of  our  program  is  our 
popular  Term-Paper  Clinic.  These  clinics 
are  offered  several  times  a semester  and 
cover  beginning  research  on  a topic,  or- 
ganizing notes,  finding  appropriate 


sources  in  the  library,  and  preparing  foot- 
notes and  bibliographies  properly.  We 
firmly  believe  that  good  library  and  re- 
search skills  are  one  of  the  keys  to  aca- 
demic success. 

The  circulation  area  is  the  heart  of  any 
successful  college  library.  At  our  "circ" 
desk  a student  can  buy  a cup  of  coffee, 
check  out  a book,  borrow  a typewriter,  ob- 
tain a pass  to  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts, 
ask  for  directions,  place  an  item  on  per- 
sonal reserve,  and  make  change  for  the 
photocopier. 

We  are  constantly  seeking  new  ideas 
and  sources  for  improving  the  condition, 
comfort,  and  appearance  of  our  facility. 

We  were  able  to  double  our  stack  and 
study  space  when  the  Art  classrooms  and 
offices  were  moved  from  our  basement 
and  second  floor  in  1974  to  the  new  Aber- 
crombie Fine  Arts  Wing. 

Our  Coach  House  is  rapidly  becoming 
full  as  we  try  to  increase  both  our  book 
collection  and  our  seating  capacity.  One 
way  in  which  we  have  attempted  to  meet 
the  problem  of  shrinking  space  is  by  in- 
creasing our  collection  of  microforms.  We 
purchased  a new  microfilm  reader  last 
year,  and  hope  to  purchase  a microfiche 
reader  printer  this  coming  year.  Our  build- 
ing is  not  an  accordion  and  cannot  expand 
within  its  own  walls  indefinitely,  but  we 
hope  that  through  the  efficient  use  of  the 
area  we  currently  have,  and  by  making  the 
areas  more  comfortable  and  functional, 
that  we  can  reach  our  goal  of  50,000  vol- 
umes in  the  old  Coach  House. 


We  invite  you  to  test  your  library  skills 
with  the  following  questions:

2.  "Have  I dreamed?  Or  was  it  real?"  From 
what  poem,  by  what  famous  poet,  does 
this  line  come?

4.  What  is  the  difference  between  an 
abstract  and  an  index?  Name  two  of 
each. 

5.  Where  would  you  find  the  value  and 
classification  of  a bond  sold  on  the 
New  York  Stock  Exchange? 

6.  Find  the  names  and  rates  of  3 hotels  in 
Acapulco. 

(Hint:  The  names  of  the  sources  you  use 
are  more  important  than  the  answers  to 
the  questions.) 

By  graduation,  a Pine  Manor  student 
should  be  able  to  find  the  answers  to  these 
questions  with  facility. 
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On  Being 
a Writer

and  has  a son  and  daughter. 
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I think  I've  wanted  to  be  a writer  ever 
since  I can  remember.  Certainly,  I poured 
my  heart  out  in  English  essay  time  at  Pine 
Manor  when  the  College  was  a complex 
of  higgedly-piggedly  residential  houses 
dotted  over  the  sleepy  Wellesley  hills. 

The  chance  to  go  from  an  aimless  kind 
of  journalism  written  from  Asia  to  Europe 
and  back  to  Boston  again  (a  feature  for  the 
Christian  Science  Monitor  in  the  mid- 
fifties), came  when  I was  living  in  London 
with  my  second  husband.  My  daughter 
and  son,  then  aged  eleven  and  four,  mes- 
merized me,  but  how  did  one  go  about 
writing  about  them  without  becoming  a 
colossal  mother  bore?  I wrote  instead  a 
cookery  column  for  a teenager  magazine, 
snippets  on  consumerism  for  the  Spec- 
tator, and  wrenching  pieces  on  lonely 
young  people  in  London's  bedsitter  land 
for  the  serious  Sunday,  the  Observer. 

It  was  the  latter  newspaper  that  crystal- 
lized my  diffuse  career.  It  sent  me  to  cover 
the  Sixth  International  Congress  of  Child 
Psychiatry  at  Edinburgh  in  1966.  The  only 
journalist  there  from  a national  news- 
paper, I was  given  a front-row  seat  in  a 
huge,  stately  hall,  part  of  the  University 
of  Edinburgh,  among  twelve-hundred 
psychiatrists  from  thirty-three  countries. 

It  occurred  to  me  then  that  my  situation 
was  peculiar.  Why  weren't  there  more  lay 
interpreters  like  myself  to  report  this 
amazing  Conference?  The  Congress  cen- 
tered on  the  subject  of  adolescence,  this  at 
a time  when  the  so-called  generation  gap 
was  gaining  its  frightening  momentum. 
And  there  was  the  daughter  of  Sigmund 
Freud,  the  brilliant,  aging  Anna,  telling  us 
why  teenaged  children  resented  their  par- 
ents — and  where  was  the  public  to  hear? 


It  represented  a breakdown  in  com- 
munication between  the  professionals  and 
the  laymen  (the  people  who  really  needed 
some  expert  help),  and  I decided  I would 
try  to  provide  the  glue  between  the  two. 
This  resulted  in  my  first  book,  A Time  To 
Learn,  published  by  Dial  in  the  U.S.  I tried 
to  explain  some  of  the  difficult  concepts  of 
Jean  Piaget  and  Jerome  Bruner  and  other 
child  study  experts  in  clear  terms.  My 
feeling  was  then,  and  still  is,  that  the  pro- 
fessionals too  often  talk  only  to  them- 
selves. And  here  was  a chance  to  weave  in 
my  fascination  for  my  own  two  as  well 
("What's  going  to  happen  when  we  grow 
up,  Mum?"  my  son  once  asked.  He's  eigh- 
teen now,  and  I'm  still  writing  — one  gets 
in  the  habit!).

When  the  recession  hit  — and  also  the 
fact  of  becoming  a single  parent  — I went 
back  to  full-time  journalism  on  Fleet 
Street.  This  is,  I confess,  more  like  an  in- 
terruption than  a calling.  Researching  and 
writing  a book  is  where  I would  like  to  be. 

I love  the  musty  smell  of  the  British  Mu- 
seum and  the  library  of  the  Institute  of 
Psychiatry,  farther  afield  in  South  Lon- 
don's Camberwell  (where  Blake  reflected 
and  sketched  on  hills  that  were  traffic  free 
— no  more  . . .).  I write  about  three  hours 
each  morning  after  the  research  is  done 
(this  requires  about  six  months  to  a year's 
time)  and  this  in  a big,  warm  kitchen.  It 
takes  me  two  to  three  years  in  all  for  each 
book. 

My  last  book,  Sins  of  the  Fathers,  on  the 
subject  of  child  abuse,  published  by  St. 
Martin's,  was  in  many  ways  a painful 
topic  and  yet  curiously  upbeat  as  well. 
Abusing  parents  aren't  the  monsters  of 
popular  imaginings  but  sad  neurotics  who 
need  help  — and  who,  furthermore,  re- 
spond to  it.  My  sister,  Louise  van  Agt,  who 
fortunately  for  me  was  working  at  Green 
Mountain  College,  Vermont,  sent  me 
much  of  my  American  research.  She  helps 
me  to  straddle  the  Atlantic.  The  research 
from  my  native  land  is  fecund  but  my 
children  are  Londoners.  I'm  a bit  split. 

My  son's  wry  comment  still  holds  true. 
My  next  book,  for  Penguin,  is  on  the  Chil- 
dren of  Divorce.  And,  of  course,  that's 
what  he  is.  But  he's  sane,  studying  hard  at 
Cambridge  University,  and  doesn't  go 
around  mugging  elderly  women.  So  I 
think  I may  be  coming  up  with  another 
hopeful  book.  And  with  the  rate  of  di- 
vorce, I would  guess  this  is  pretty  badly 
needed. 

So  it's  back  to  the  kitchen  and  the 
typewriter.

She 
detested  snobs.  But  the  garden  mud  on  his 
shoes  and  the  fiddle  tucked  under  his  arm 
would  make  her  like  him. 

No  trouble  with  Abraham  Lincoln. 

Louisa  would  pronounce  him  a regular 
trump.  Nor  with  Mrs.  Lincoln,  who  had 
quite  a surprising  wit  of  her  own.  Louisa, 
however,  would  never  miss  jealousy  in 
Mrs.  Lincoln's  eye  if  the  young,  elegantly 
gowned  Theodosia  Burr  monopolized  Mr. 

Lincoln's  attention  even  for  a moment.

Even  in  the  company  of  such  celebrities, 
Helen  Keller  and  her  teacher  Annie  Sulli- 
van must  be  the  center  of  attention.  Loui- 
sa's eye  would  catch  the  swift  movements 
of  Annie's  fingers  in  the  palm  of  Helen's 
hand,  reporting  the  conversation  so  ex- 
pertly that  Helen's  warm  laughter  would 
join  the  others'  at  one  of  Mr.  Lincoln's 
stories. 

My  party  will  never  take  place.  But  the 
sample  of  characters  who  are  my  friends 
gives  a clue  to  the  greatest  pleasure  I have 
had  in  writing  thirty-seven  books.  After 
detective  novels,  I wrote  historical  fiction, 
biographies,  and  some  twenty  books  for 
children,  several  of  them  in  amiable  col- 
laboration with  my  husband,  Stewart 
Graff. 

If  I were  to  put  down  the  most  impor- 
tant thing  about  writing  I would  say  lis- 
tening. Whether  I write  about  historical 
characters  or  fictitious  ones,  I must  hear 
them  speak.  Fictional  characters  can  be 
the  most  difficult.  I have  created  them,  I 
control  their  destinies,  but,  like  God  I pre- 
sume, if  I have  given  them  life,  I must 
watch  them  pursue  their  perverse  ways, 
bringing  down  happiness  or  misery  on 
their  own  heads. 

The  book  I have  written  which  I loved 
most  was  called  Listen  for  The  Voices.

Poetry  is  an  alluring  sport.  As  anyone 
who  has  ever  tried  to  write  poems  knows, 
they  are  elusive  beasts  that  are  not  created 
but  are  caught.  Outside,  poems  hide  in 
trees,  in  flocks  of  sparrows,  and  in  build- 
ings. They  are  everywhere,  and  they  beck- 
on as  children  do,  in  a light-hearted  bid  for 
attention. 

I wrote  my  first  poem  when  I was  a 
patient  at  McLean's  Hospital,  during  my 
sophomore  year  of  high  school.  Then,  I 
was  most  concerned  with  Personal  Ex- 
periences. The  poems  that  came  into 
my  head  then  were  about  human  things; 
friendship,  conflict,  the  ritual  of  the  morn- 
ing experience.  Writing  was  a sort  of  occu- 
pational therapy  then.  Poems  existed  out- 
side, and  separate  from  a poet  who  writes 
down  only  what  he  sees.  It  is  a common 
misconception  that  poems  are  created  by 
people.  They  exist  in  and  of  themselves. 

Personal  Experiences  opened  up  the 
next  category  that  I began  to  delve  into, 
with  my  hook  baited  for  poems.  “Pigeons" 
is  an  example  of  my  City-Country-Con- 
flict Poems.  In  this  sphere  I am  trying 
to  capture  the  feeling  of  the  country  that  is 
being  abandoned  by  the  birds  who  flee  to 
the  city.  But  poets  are  not  supposed  to  ex- 
plain their  poems.

Other  things  that  are  attractive  about 
writing  as  a sport  are  the  obvious  advan- 
tages that  it  has  over  things  like  jogging, 
hunting,  and  lacrosse.  For  one  thing  it's 
never  out  of  season,  and  there's  no  fee, 
you  don't  have  to  register  with  your  local 
Town  Hall,  and  of  course  there  isn't  any 
expensive  equipment  to  buy.

The  writing  I did  at  Pine  Manor  is 
quietly  mildewing  in  a file  on  my  base- 
ment floor.  Part  of  me  aches  to  have  the 
whole  cabinet  flood  during  a three-day 
Nor'easter  because  the  articles  need  so 
much  editing  to  make  them  presentable. 
Everything  I've  written  since  the  third 
grade  is  down  there.  The  “Pine  Manor  Se- 
ries" is  mostly  about  the  women  in  my 
dorm,  Wheeler  House.  Someday  perhaps 
I will  resurrect  the  file.  Someday  . . . 
someday . . . 

What  I usually  write  is  humorous 
slice-of-life  articles  that  appear  in  my 
local  newspaper  on  an  irregular  basis.  I've 
written  about  my  "Chippenoff"  Hutch 
that  hasn't  made  it  on  the  house-tour  cir- 
cuit, about  my  pachysandra  which  didn't 
quite  flavor  the  mint  juleps  properly  on 
Derby  Day,  and  about  Stamford's  raccoon 
population  and  the  animals'  lust  for  my 
leftover  New  England  boiled  dinners.  All 
hard-core  news. 

People  ask  me  how  I started.  Writing  a 
term  paper  on  depression  for  a counseling 
course,  I limned  a piece  from  the  point  of 
view  of  someone  in  an  advanced  state  of 
depression,  signed  it  with  a pen  name,  and 
sent  it  off  to  The  Advocate.  The  next  day 
the  editor  called  to  say  she'd  feature  it  in 
"The  Compass,"  the  paper's  weekly  mag- 
azine. They  paid  me  seventy-five  dollars 
for  four  pages.  Fairfield  University  gave 
me  a B for  twenty  and  a half  pages.

10  percent  talent  and  90  percent  guts  and 
persistence.  It's  true.  I wrote  an  article  on 
what  to  do  if  your  mate  gets  "I  Wanna  Boat 
Disease,"  which  ran  next  to  an  article  by  a 
regularly  featured  author  of  boating  arti- 
cles. I called  an  editor  at  The  Advocate  and 
asked  if  she  would  publish  my  humorous 
pieces  alongside  his,  and  she  said  Yes.  Re- 
suming consciousness,  I pored  through 
all  the  logs  written  aboard  our  boat,  and 
from  these  diaries  sprang  pieces  about 
souffles  at  sea,  Noah's  Arks  on  the  Sound, 
pogo  sticks  on  your  foredeck,  and  other 
flotsam  a sailor  needs  on  his  bow. 

Writing  the  "Fluff  Stuff"  is  my  way  of 
relaxing.  I'm  now  involved  with  inter- 
viewing local  residents  and  reporting  on 
seminars  and  lectures  around  New  York 
and  Stamford. 

There  was  one  person  from  Pine  Manor 
who  encouraged  me  to  pursue  writing:  C. 
Frederick  Ferry.  When  he  retired  as  Pres- 
ident of  the  College,  I was  President  of  the 
Fairfield  County  Alumnae  Club.  The 
group  elected  to  hold  an  honorary  dinner 
for  him,  which  meant  that  I had  to  write 
(and  give)  the  farewell  speech.  When  it  was 
over,  his  compliments  inspired  me  to  start 
writing.  It  took  me  quite  a few  years  to 
begin  in  earnest.  I needed  to  be  sure  Jay 
and  Melissa  were  safely  out  of  diapers.  It's 
hard  to  use  toilet  training  as  an  excuse 
when  your  children  are  eight  and  ten. 

Free  lancing  is  an  excellent  career  to 
combine  with  motherhood.  Typing  can 
be  wedged  between  carpools  and  soccer 
games,  around  piano  practice,  and  during 
Dungeons  & Dragons  games.  With  the 
children  in  school  until  late  afternoon,  it's 
not  their  schedule  that  interrupts  a self- 
imposed  deadline,  it's  my  occasional  lapse 
of  discipline  that  finds  me  at  a morning 
rehearsal  at  Lincoln  Center,  or  worse,  a 
sale  at  Bloomingdale's. 

People  talk  of  writing  as  a lonely  career. 
How  can  anybody  be  lonely  when  there 
are  words  around?

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Writing  at 
Pine  Manor

"Good  writing"  means  writing  that  is 
clear,  logical,  spare,  and  forceful.  We  rely 
on  it  to  transmit  information,  to  convey 
opinions  and  moods,  to  persuade,  and  to 
entertain.  In  it  we  recognize  the  writer's 
careful  consideration  of  purpose,  reading 
audience,  appropriate  style,  and  precise 
vocabulary.  Its  gracefulness,  like  that  of  a 
concert  pianist,  a gymnast,  or  a prima 
ballerina  is  seemingly  effortless,  but  actu- 
ally results  from  a long  period  of  practice, 
trial-and-error,  numerous  small  failures, 
and  partial  successes. 

Pine  Manor  students  must  practice  their 
writing.  They  write  frequently  in  many  of 
their  courses,  and  through  practice  they 
learn  skills  which  serve  them  well  later. 
Students  majoring  in  "English:  Writing 
and  Literature"  have  more  opportunities 
than  students  at  many  other  colleges  to 
take  courses  which  feature  practice  in 
writing  for  specific  purposes,  and  which 
demand  that  they  re-write  and  revise  their 
work.  We  offer  these  courses  so  they  can 
develop  useful  skills  to  aid  them  in  a va- 
riety of  careers,  and  to  help  them  over- 
come those  liabilities  affecting  many  stu- 
dents today:  mechanical  and  grammatical 
faults  stemming  from  carelessness  or  ne- 
glect in  secondary  schools. 

Beyond  Communications  Skills  101  and 
102,  the  yearlong,  multidisciplinary  com- 
position course  required  for  graduation, 
writing  courses  are  grouped  at  two  levels. 
The  first  group,  primarily  for  Freshmen 
and  Sophomores,  consists  of  CS  202, 
"Writing  with  Style,"  and  CS  203,  "Prac- 
tical Writing."  Courses  primarily  for 
Juniors  and  Seniors  are  CS  294,  "Writing 
Workshop,"  CS  302,  "The  Language  of 
Persuasion,"  and  CS  310,  "Introduction 
to  Journalism." 

"Writing  with  Style,"  taught  by  Trish 
Brown,  specializes  in  the  sort  of  lively  re- 
port that  appears  in  feature  or  op-ed 
sections  of  newspapers.  Students  conduct 
interviews  on  and  off  campus  and  write 
about  places,  points  of  interest,  people, 


and  events.  In  all  cases,  they  must  gather 
and  then  select  and  organize  their  infor- 
mation. In  the  end,  their  best  work  is 
printed  in  a magazine  which  is  sold  on 
campus. 

"Practical  Writing,"  a two-section 
course,  is  taught  by  Rich  Beams  and  by 
Burnham  Carter.  In  this  course  students 
produce  the  kind  of  writing  done  by  pro- 
fessionals in  management.  In  Rich's  class, 
each  student  assumes  a specific  adminis- 
trative position  in  a make-believe  com- 
pany and  coordinates  her  work  with  other 
members  of  her  management  team.  Stu- 
dents write  three  kinds  of  "messages"  to 
their  company:  informational,  "bad 
news,"  and  persuasive.  In  Burnham's 
class,  each  student  becomes  "Assistant  to 
the  President  of  Pine  Manor  College,"  and 
she  writes  the  letters,  memoranda,  and 
studies  that  such  a position  calls  for.  I 
think  the  highlight  of  the  course  has  to  be 
the  "letter  to  an  irate  parent." 

"Writing  Workshop"  encourages  stu- 
dents to  venture  into  writing  short  stories 
and  poetry.  In  class,  students  read  their 
own  work  aloud  and  serve  as  peer  crit- 
ics. As  instructor,  my  job  is  to  make  up 
weekly  assignments  ("write  about  anger," 
"write  about  fear,"  or  "joy,")  and  to  serve 
as  a kindly  emcee  and  helpful  critic.  Here, 
too,  the  students'  best  work  is  published 
in  a modest  literary  magazine.

"The  Language  of  Persuasion"  is  Bum- 
ham  Carter's  brainchild,  over  which  he 
presides  as  an  enthusiastic  parent.  For  this 
course  he  has  gathered  an  informal  an- 
thology of  letters,  sermons,  political 
speeches,  pronouncements,  advertise- 
ments, business  brochures  — any  writing 
that  serves  as  an  interesting  model  of  style 
and  of  intent  to  influence  (or  manipulate) 
the  reading  or  listening  audience.  Would- 
be  advertising  executives  and  public  rela- 
tions officers  find  here  the  foundations  of 
their  own  word- witchery. 

"Introduction  to  Journalism,"  to  be 
offered  for  the  first  time  in  the  Spring 
Semester,  will  involve  its  students  in  the 
various  sorts  of  writing  common  to  news- 
papers and  magazines:  news  articles, 
interviews,  reviews,  features,  editorials, 
and  obituaries.  As  a part  of  their  course 
work,  students  will  work  with  the  staff  of 
Pine  Manor's  newspaper,  Manorisms.  At 
this  time  we  are  looking  for  a practicing 
journalist  to  teach  the  course. 

As  noted  before,  all  these  writing 
courses  demand  frequent  writing  and  re- 
writing, and  additionally,  meticulous 
proofreading  and  correcting  of  final  copy. 
We  limit  these  classes  to  fifteen,  and  most 
of  them  fill  up  during  preregistration.  Be- 
cause of  their  specific  focus  and  imagina- 
tive variety  of  tasks,  students  evidently 
find  these  courses  to  be  fun,  as  well  as 
rigorous  and  useful. 
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Deborah  E. 
Wiley  and 
the  LVC

Deborah  E.  Wiley,  '66,  has  more  than 
just  a passing  interest  in  books.  She  is 
Chairman  of  the  Library  Visiting  Com- 
mittee (LVC)  at  Pine  Manor,  a member  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  Manager  of 
InstitutionaLIndustrial  Marketing  at  John 
Wiley  and  Sons,  Inc.,  Book  Publishers. 

"The  Library  is  the  core  of  any  cam- 
pus," says  Deborah,  "and  is  essential  to 
the  development  of  good  academic 
programs." 

The  LVC,  which  meets  twice  a year  and 


acts  as  a resource  for  the  Library,  has  been 
under  Deborah's  able  leadership  since  it 
was  formed  two  years  ago.  It  has  estab- 
lished a bookplate  program  to  help  build 
acquisitions.  Parents  of  graduating  stu- 
dents may  donate  twenty-five  dollars  to 
have  a book  dedicated  to  their  daughter, 
often  in  her  area  of  interest.  The  commit- 
tee is  also  planning  larger  fund-raising 
programs  and  activities,  including  a 
"Friends  Program"  for  donors  to  the  Li- 
brary, and  a "profitable  book  sale."

“The  resources  of  the  Library  are  ex- 
panding," says  Deborah.  "We  feel  fortu- 
nate that  there  is  an  acquisition  rate  of  ap- 
proximately 2500  volumes  each  year.  Ac- 
cording to  the  recommendation  of  the 
Board  of  Higher  Education  in  Massachu- 
setts, the  Library  should  have  a minimum 
of  50,000  volumes  available  by  1982  in 
order  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  new  B.A. 
programs.  Pine  Manor  today  has  about 
37,000  volumes." 

Under  the  Pine  Manor  Program,  a $4 
million  fund-raising  program  which  was 
announced  last  March,  the  Library  will  re- 
ceive $250,000  for  expanding  and  improv- 
ing the  collection  and  facility. 

Of  special  interest  to  the  LVC  is  the  col- 
lection of  rare  and  valuable  books  and 
holdings  housed  in  the  Library.  The  LVC 
plans  to  take  inventory  of  the  volumes  in 
this  collection  to  establish  its  worth. 

Professionally,  John  Wiley  and  Sons, 
Inc.,  is  another  area  which  reflects  Deb- 
orah's deep  interest  in  books.  It  is  "the 
oldest  independent  family-controlled  pub- 
lisher in  the  United  States,"  she  explains. 
Deborah  is  the  sixth  generation  of  Wileys 
involved  with  the  family  business. 

"The  company  was  established  173 
years  ago  in  1807,"  Deborah  says.  "It 
began  by  publishing  literary  works,  nota- 
bly those  of  Edgar  Allen  Poe,  James  Fen- 
nimore  Cooper,  Herman  Melville,  Charles 
Dickens,  Washington  Irving,  and  others. 
After  the  American  industrial  revolution, 
however,  it  changed  its  publishing  focus  to 
technical  books  and  later  to  college 
textbooks,  professional  reference  books, 
and  journal  publishing." 

Deborah  describes  her  father,  W.  Brad- 
ford Wiley,  as  "a  leader  in  publishing." 
"He's  an  internationalist,"  she  says.  "He 
is  the  only  publisher  I know  who  can  have 
one  foot  in  China  and  another  in  Russia, 
and  keep  good  relations  with  both.  He  has 
been  responsible  for  the  international 
growth  of  the  company." 


The  company,  with  sales  of  more  than 
$100  million  yearly,  has  wholly  owned 
subsidiaries  in  England,  Canada,  and  Aus- 
tralia, and  has  partnerships  in  Mexico, 
Brazil,  and  India. 

Even  though  Deborah  is  now  on  the 
John  Wiley  Board  of  Directors,  she  started 
on  the  ground  floor.  She  began  as  a secre- 
tary to  an  editor.  She  then  became  a sales 
representative  in  the  College  Division,  and 
later  acquisitions  editor  for  developmental 
psychology,  special  education,  and  home 
economics.  Her  next  position  as  an  ana- 
lyst in  corporate  finance  taught  her  to 
see  the  "overall  picture  of  the  company 
from  a financial  point  of  view."  She  was 
then  promoted  to  Business  Manager  of  the 
College  Division,  and  finally,  to  her  pres- 
ent position. 


Deborah  says  that  she  is  "working  in 
different  areas  of  the  company  to  have  the 
skills  and  knowledge  necessary  to  assume 
a management  role  within  the  company 
by  the  end  of  this  decade." 

"The  single  most  valuable  thing  that 
Pine  Manor  did  for  me,"  she  says,  "was 
give  me  a deep  appreciation  for  the  value 
of  the  book  within  the  learning  process."

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One  of  the  most  important  features  of 
the  Pine  Manor  College  Library  is  a col- 
lection of  signed  first  editions  of  letters 
from  prominent  people  such  as  Madame 
Chiang  Kai-Shek,  and  a variety  of  books 
and  collections  donated  by  people  as- 
sociated with  Pine  Manor  College.  In- 
cluded are  letters,  papers,  and  poems  by 
John  Updike,  John  Kenneth  Galbraith, 
Julia  Child,  Allan  Tate,  Marian  Anderson, 
and  a poem  by  Vachel  Lindsay  entitled, 
“The  Grave  of  the  Righteous  Kitten," 
handwritten  by  his  wife  as  a gift  to  the 
College. 

The  rare  book  collection  is  kept  in  the 
Elizabeth  Adelaide  Connelly  Room,  dedi- 
cated in  1975  to  a member  of  the  Class  of 
1935. 

The  old  and  valuable  books  in  this 
special  collection  are  priceless,  and  need 
special  care.  The  books  should  be  kept 
cool  and  must  be  protected  from  humid- 
ity. “If  they  cannot  be  stored  properly," 
says  Linda  Demmers,  Head  Librarian, 
"they  should  probably  be  sold."  One  of  the 
goals  which  will  be  met  by  Pine  Manor's 
Capital  Campaign  is  proper  climate  con- 
trol in  the  Library. 

Not  all  of  the  works  in  the  special  col- 
lection are  cataloged,  nor  have  they  been 
appraised.  The  Library  Visiting  Commit- 
tee hopes  to  have  both  of  these  jobs  com- 
pleted soon. 

Among  the  most  interesting  holdings 
are  eight  letters  from  Madame  Chiang 
Kai-Shek  to  Miss  Hetty  Shepard  Wheeler, 
Assistant  Principal  at  Pine  Manor  from 
1916-1930,  and  Academic  Dean  from 
1930-1948.  During  and  after  World  War  II 
Pine  Manor  had  a "Service  League"  which 
annually  made  donations  to  the  orphaned 
children  of  China.  Madame  Chiang  Kai-

Shek,  a graduate  of  Wellesley  College,  was 
the  wife  of  the  Generalissimo,  who  later 
became  President  of  the  Federal  Republic 
of  China,  now  Taiwan.  In  her  letters  she 
thanks  Pine  Manor  for  donations  to  the 
Children's  Refugee  Centers  and  gives 
first-hand  accounts  of  the  conditions  in 
China  during  the  Second  World  War  and 
the  revolution  which  followed.  The  letters 
are  dated  from  1939-1949. 

Along  with  the  letters  are  five  books 
written  by  Madame  Chiang  Kai-Shek. 

She  dedicated  four  of  those  five  books  to 
people  once  associated  with  Pine  Manor. 
On  the  title  page  of  the  books  is  this  mes- 
sage: "These  books  are  printed  on  spe- 
cially prepared  Chinese  paper  made  by 
hand  from  bamboo  fiber.  The  Chinese 
characters  on  the  silk  cover  are  a transla-

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tion  of  the  title  in  Generalissimo  Chiang 
Kai-Shek's  own  calligraphy."  The  holdings 
include  two  copies  of  China  in  Peace  and 
War  addressed  to  Pine  Manor  College  and 
Hetty  Shepard  Wheeler;  Messages  in  War 
and  Peace-,  Sian:  A Coup  D’Etat;  and  We 
Chinese  Women,  which  is  not  signed. 

There  is  also  a large  collection  donated 
by  Helen  Temple  Cooke,  founder  and  head 
of  Pine  Manor  and  the  Dana  Hall  Schools, 
with  which  she  was  associated  from 
1899-1955.  The  Library  at  Dana  Hall  is 
dedicated  to  her  memory.  Among  Miss 
Cooke's  donations  are  two  children's 
books  from  Germany  which  were  pub- 
lished in  Florence,  Italy,  in  1905.  Of  spe- 
cial interest  is  an  illuminated  manuscript 
about  St.  Francis  of  Assisi  decorated  with 
ornamental  designs  and  lettering  in  bril- 
liant colors. 

In  addition,  Pine  Manor  owns  a collec- 
tion of  298  volumes  of  First  Editions  of 
Distinguished  American  Women  Writers, 
dated  from  1833-1935.  There  are  also 
numbered  sets  of  works  of  Sir  Walter 
Scott,  Charles  Dickens,  and  Oliver  Gold- 
smith, as  well  as  exclusive  sets  of  the 
works  of  Abraham  Lincoln,  Rudyard  Kip- 
ling, and  Thomas  Carlyle. 

Several  books  in  the  Library  represent 
the  works  of  people  associated  with  Pine 
Manor.  The  Twig  of  Thorn,  an  Irish  fairy 
play  in  two  acts  which  received  very  good 
reviews  from  area  critics,  was  written  by 
Marie  Warren  Potter,  the  first  President  of 
Pine  Manor  from  1930-1952.  She  also 
wrote  the  play  The  Winged  Soul  for  the 
50th  anniversary  of  Wellesley  College 
in  1925. 

There  is  a letter  from  Jill  Faulkner 
Summers,  '53,  to  her  French  teacher.  Jill  is 
the  daughter  of  author  William  Faulkner 
who  spoke  at  his  daughter's  Commence- 
ment ceremony  at  Pine  Manor.  That  occa- 
sion received  a great  deal  of  publicity  in 
Life  Magazine. 

Some  of  the  other  items  in  the  Connelly 
Room  are  a page  from  a 14th  or  15th  cen- 
tury antiphonal,  a gift  from  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Norman  H.  Strouse  (Charlotte  Auger,  '24); 
Anna  Pavlova  playbills,  and  even  a copy  of 
Emily  Dickinson's  recipe  for  gingerbread. 
Linda  Demmers  followed  Ms.  Dickinson's 
recipe  and  served  it  to  the  Library  Visiting 
Committee  during  their  recent  visit.  They 
all  loved  it! 

While  this  listing  is  far  from  com- 
plete, it  is  representative  of  Pine  Manor's 
holdings.

Director  of 
Development 

Beth  Steffian  was  recently  appointed 
Director  of  Development  at  Pine  Manor 
College.  She  succeeds  David  Jones  who 
accepted  a position  as  Vice  President  of 
Development  at  the  American  Produc- 
tivity Center  in  Houston,  Texas.  In  July, 
1977,  Mrs.  Steffian  began  her  career  at 
Pine  Manor  as  a Researcher  in  the  De- 
velopment Office,  and  was  promoted  to 
Assistant  Director  of  Development  later 
that  year. 

Mrs.  Steffian's  skillful  research  and 
grasp  of  fund-raising  procedures  have  led 
to  the  success  of  the  Associates  Program, 
which  has  grown  from  51  donors  in  1976 
to  128  donors  in  1980.
